Emergency Assistance Grant Program - This program provides forgivable grants up to 
$5,000 to homeowners living in North Little Rock who are in need of emergency related 
repairs to their home such as: sewer lines, water lines, electrical repairs, gas lines, and 
HVAC.  Applicant must own their home and have resided at the property for at least the 
last twelve consecutive months, be income eligible, and live within the city limits of North 
Little Rock.  Applicant will be required to submit a statement from a licensed technician 
detailing the problem and indicating the steps needed to repair the problem.  

Housing Repairs Program - This program provides forgivable grants up to $5,000 to 
homeowners living in North Little Rock who are in need of major roof repairs. Applicant 
must own their home and have resided at the property for at least twelve consecutive 
months, be income eligible, and live within the city limits of North Little Rock.

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Weatherization Project - This program provides forgivable grants up to $2,000 to 
homeowners living in North Little Rock for blown-in attic insulation to attain energy 
savings. Applicant must own their home and have resided at the property for at least the 
last twelve consecutive months, be income eligible, and live within the city limits of North 
Little Rock. 

Handicapped Ramp Project - This programs provides the building materials necessary 
for the construction of handicapped ramps for eligible individuals. The City works with a 
group of volunteers who provide the labor to build the ramps. Applicant must be income 
eligible and live within the city limits of North Little Rock. 

Depending on the amount of grant funds spent on a project, a lien may be placed on the 
property; however, the lien amount will be 100% forgiven over time if requirements are 
met.  We are unable to provide assistance on properties located within the 100 year flood 
plain.  A copy of a recorded warranty deed is required as proof of ownership.  Programs 
are for the benefit of low to moderate income households.  Written documentation of 
income of household members is required to determine eligibility.

Please 
call us at 340-5342 or visit our office at 116 Main Street.  Our front door faces the City 
Services building’s payment drive-through lane.

Hey Jenna, 
  
Sorry for my delay in responding.  We are organizing our office because we are moving to a new 
location within the next month, so things are a bit hectic around here! 

  
Our programs are for the benefit of households earning annual income at or below 80% of the 
area median income.  The HUD income charts we used are based on household size. We receive 
updated income guidelines annually, so the amounts below may change slightly when the new 
figures come out later this year.  To give you a few examples: 
  
One person household:                  $35,200 maximum household income 

Two person household:                 $40,200         “                “              “ 

Three person household:               $45,250         “                “              “ 

Four person household:                 $50,250         “                “              “ 

  
The purpose of our programs is to provide assistance with a housing need in order to enable the 
homeowner to remain in the home.  Basically, the home must serve as the applicant’s primary 
residence for the term of the forgivable lien.  A 5 year lien is forgiven 20% per year.  If the 
homeowner sells the home during the 5 year period, the amount that would need to be paid 
back depends on how much has been forgiven at the time of sale.  If the homeowner does not 
sell or rent the home during the 5 year period, and maintains the home as his principal residence, 
the lien will be 100% forgiven.  A release deed will be mailed to the homeowner with instructions 
that he should have it recorded at the County courthouse.
